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IT NEVER STOPS RAINING 
The search for an adequate relief policy, which be­ 
gan in haste during the worst of the depression and 
haa been continued in haste ever since, seems never 
to tum up anything more conclusive than the need fur 
meeting the immediate crisis with more federal aid. 
C urrent hearings in W ashington promise to thrust 
that conclusion upon the government again. As Mayor 
LaGuardia, most forceful of the spokesmen for local 
government, says, "There isn't a city in the nation 
that can carry the relief load alone.' 
M aking allowances for the fact that Mayor La - 
Guardia sae* relief in term s of Its gigantic proportions 
in New York, the country grants the truth of his 
premise. The nearest thing to a relief policy which 
exists is the federal government’s policy of giving as­ 
sistance to those who need it 
That entails spending on a huge scale 
In the ab­ 
sence of taxing machinery capable Of sustaining such 
a policy, local government has no choice but to call 
on federal taxing and borrowing power when faced 
with a crisis. 
It is the old story of the man who couldn’t repair 
his roof when rain was falling and didn’t think about 
it when ruin w asn't falling, except th at so far the 
rain h asn’t stopped falling. UntU and unless an ade­ 
quate relief policy can be devised, federal aid accord­ 
ing to the proportions of each new crisis seems to 
be the only possible answer.
